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Is This Progress? 


Werr it not for the occasional event of great significance, civilization would 
stagger on towards whatever goal it is heading, without mankind being any 
the wisér, or the more acutely aware of its steady progression. World states- 
men occas‘onally venture the prediction that another great war inevitably 
would wreck the civilization of today; and the statements of these prominent 
men would undoubtedly be taken at their face value, were it not for sporadic 
man'‘festations of the dynamic basis which distinguishes western civil zation. 
Other men of renown have said civilization has no goal, no great achieve- 
ments to its credit, in that it is not increasing and has not increased, the sum 
total of human happiness. But again, some. event hits the front pages of the 
daily newspapers indicating its triumphal march-somewhere, which com- 
pletely confounds Cassandra-like prophets and claimants of stagnation. 

The events which have called. forth this opening paragraph are, of 

‘course, those which occurred recently in the great and glorious State of 
California. There, two confessed kidnappers were summarily lynched by an 
irate, small-town, crowd which, instead of being punished for usurping the 
functions of the state itself, are exonerated and even lauded by the chief 
dignatory of that state. In fact, Governor Rolph was so far from taking 
punitive measures against the crowd which (perhaps) saved his hangman a 
job, that he declared to the press his wish that he had the power to release 
all kidnappers held in. California State prisons to the tender mercies of the 
same. mob, It might, he added, act as a deterrent to kidnappers elsewhere 
in the United States. Thus civilization marches. : 

Possibly there is truth in his contention. It is equally true, however, 
that rigorous enforcement of the laws entrusted to his administration would 

© sérve thé selfsame purpose and achieve as good results. If his commendation 
is to mean that lynch law can be invoked with impunity in the warfare 


against kidnapping, it might be urged that the cure is as bad as the disease. | - 


In fact, the cure was-itself a disease which it took more than half a century 
of repression to eradicate. Governor Rolph is dabbling in a strange homeo- 
pathy; afid perhaps he would be employed better in tightening up the law 
and its enforcement, through the police and the courts, than thus encourag- 
“ ing revival of a discredited atavism. That law-breakers should lynch law- 
breakers is, in. effect, a protest against the law’s delays and not the inefficiency 
of a law-enforcing machinery. Perhaps then, Governor Rolph should begin 
the clean-up against kidnappers nearer his own office.

*They have a new. premier in France. M. Chautemps is, in fact, the 101st 
premier France has had in some 63 years. Apparently the motto over the 
door of the office reserved for the chief excutive. in France is ‘Here today, 
gone tommorrw.” : 

Old Lawrence Sterne it was who said: “They do things better: in 
France.’’ It would ‘be hard to persuade those accustomed to the more ‘staid 
and dignified British process ef placing and replacing Prime Ministers, to 
agree with this sweeping statement. Changes in thé French cabinet are made 
without involving the machinery of an election. They just ‘change—that is 
all. A prime minister comés, and collects a cabinet around him, not of those 
adhering to his own political party or even sharing hig political faith. He 
selects such individuals as appear to him.to have sufficient of. a loyal follow- 
ing among their particular groups as to ensure him a majority of the 
deputies. The parliament runs its course, Ministers change without consult- 
ing their platform to the people. The system removes government from the 
people, and tends inevitably to place the real authority in the higher class of 
permanent officials of the civil service. Responsible government, as Canadians 
know it, is impossible under such a system, while the. bargaining that in- 
variably precedes the formation of a French cabinet injects a pork-barrel 
element into the political arena which is repugnant fo western minds.

Areti¢: Cold. At Equator, ; 


‘Instruments Register Twenty Degrees 
Lower At Similar Altitude 

If you were looking for a colder 
place than the north pole, you cer- 
tainly would not go to the equator to 
find it, would you? As contrary: to 
fact as the statement may seem.to be, 
unless you did this very thing your 
quest would end in disappointment. 
Meteorologists have found that it 
is actually colder at the equator than 
it is at. the north pole! For proof. of 
this scientists journeyed to the tropics 
and from a position on the ‘equator, 
they send up sounding balloons equip- 
ped with meteorological instruments. 
At heights six or seven miles above 
the equator the instruments register- 
ed a temperature that was 20 degrees 
over the Arctic regions. As an ex- 
planation of this phenomenon it is 
suggested that the re-radiation of 
heat from the surface of the earth at 
the equator is retarded by humid air.

A year from now air fields across

Foreclosure Proceedings 


Large Tracts Of Land In Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan Are Involved 


Foreclosure proceedings involving 
first mortgage debentures in excess of 
$850,000 and second mortgage deben- 
tures of $713,000 on large tracts of 
land in: Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
settled during the past eight years by 
Mennonites, have been ,taken in’Sas- 
katchewan courts. By an order made 
recently arrears must be paid by Oc- 
tober. 3, 1934, or foreclosure will be- 
come absolute. 

The debenture bonds first issued 
were sold to.large investors in Canada 
while the second issue bonds were 
sold-mainly to ‘Mennonites already 
settled in Canada and the United 
States. The company promoting the 
settlements was the Intercontinental 
Company. The National Trust Com- 
pany has been named trustee for the 
first mortgage debenture holders, 

The decision of the court does not 
affect the position of the numerous 
settlers.

Striking evidence of the decided 
swing to mixed farming is the mark- 
ed increase in the number of sheep 
on central and northern 
farms, Small farm flocks continue to 
climb and, according tto authorities, 
there is a wide market for Alberta 
wool in England and elsewhere. The 
price of wool has increased more than 
100 per cent. over last year. 

In the 1931 census, 72,159 farms in 
Alberta reported the possession of 
sheep, compared to 59,856 farms in 
1926. 

The sheep population of the prov- 
ince grew from 510,000 in 1927 to 
833,700 in 1932. ‘The value of sheep 
per head in 1932 dropped to its low- 
est level in more than 30 years. 

J. F. Andrew, assistant deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, is the au- 
thority for the statement that there 
is a definite place for the small farm 
flock on northern and central Alberta 
farms, each flock tending to make 
the farm more of a self-contained 
unit.

PAUL IN CAESAREA 


Golden Text: “Herein I also exer- 
cise myself to have a conscience void 
of offense toward God and men al- 
ways.”—Acts 24:16. 

Lesson: Acts, Chapters 21, 26. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 2:1-8. 


Explanations and Comments 


Accused By Tertullus, 24:1-9.—Ly- 
sias, the Chief Captain; had charged’ 
Paul’s accusers to appear against him 
petore Felix. Within five days the 
high priest Ananias wita a deputation 
trom the Sanhedrin arrived in Cae- 
sarea. Paul was summoned for trial. 
Vértullus, the advocate whom the 
Jews had engaged, presented their 
case againnst him. Aiter tulsume 
words of flattery for Felx, even ex- 
pressing gratitude for. his reforms, 
‘ertullus accused “this pestilent.al 
fellow” of three things: incitung d.s- 
turbance amongst tae Jews through- 
out the Roman Empire—an ofteuse 
against the Roman law; being the 
leader of the sect of the Nazarenes— 
an otfense against the law of Moses; 
and denjing the temple—an oftense 


against botn the law ot Moses and tne 


koman law, since the latter protected 
the Jews in their worship. Waen Ter- 
tullus concluded his speech, the depu- 
tation of Jews emphatically endorsed 
all that he said. 

Paul's betense, 24:10-21.—When 
Felix made a gesture signifying that 
‘Paul should make his detense, Paul 
with qualm dignity answered the 
charges that had been’ brought 
against him. He began in a courtevus 
way, saying that he spoke witn great 
confidence because Felix had juaged 
his nation for some time and was well 
acquainted with the state of affairs. 
‘Contrast his courteous beginning w:ita 
the fulsome flattery of the opening 
words of Tertullus. Pe 

Then Paul denied that he was a dis- 
turber of ‘the public peace (the first 
charge made, verse 5); it had been 
but twelve days since he came to Jer- 
usalem for the opposite purpose of 
worshipping there; investigation could 
be maae and no proof of ais enemies’ 
charge would be tound. 

That he belonged to the so-called 
sect of the Nazarenes Paul acknowl- 
edged, but he was pot an apostate 
from the Jewish religion (the second 
charge, verse 5), for he served the 
same God and believed the law and 
the ‘:propaets. ‘The law and the pro- 
| phets” stand for the Old Testament 
writings. Christianity, the Way, was 
not a new religion in Paul’s mind, but 
a development of Judaism. “To be- 
lieve the Bible is something more 
than to believe its letter and some- 
times something different. It is to be- 
lieve what God intended by the letter. 
If the Scrjptures taught circumcision 
and other ceremonies, Paul knew  taeir 
intent and their lim.tations. He knew 
and defined the object of the law 
(Galatians 3:24). He saw no anti- 
thesis between his teaching and that 
of Moses (Romans 3:31; Galatians 3: 
21).”—James M. Stifler.

Says Sir John Simon 

Sir John Simon, secretary for for- 
eign affairs, told the House of Com- 
mons that Britain is resolved to do 
everything possible to make Germany, 
which withdrew from the disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva last 
month, a partner again in arms dis- 
cussions, 

Sir John said there could have been 
no procedure more calculated to 
“drive the iron into Germany’s sonl” 
than to have told her that withdrawal 
from the conference made no d’'ffer- 
ence—that the convention would be 
completed and then she be asked to 
sign on the dotted lines, 

“Germany,” said Sir John, “is not 
a target for dictation; she is a part- 
ner for discussion.” ; 

Het sai dthe government alresdy | 
has taken steps to play its full part 
in endeavoring to promote diplomatic 
consultations. 

The foreign secretary told the legis- - 
lators: 

“We have already made it plain to 
the French Government—unhappily 
that government fell last night, but 
I don’t believe in this respect that the 
French policy will change—that if she 
saw her way to enter into closer com- | 
munications with Berlin, they would 
have our complete good will in doing 
BO.

The British Government, Sir John

“We also,” said Sir John, “have 
communicated to Italy how well satis- 
fied we were to learn she agrees with 
us in keeping the conference in being, 
and how satisfied we. were that the 
present procedure, which Italy has 
been urging on us, was the correct 
procedure.”

PASSING OF 
GENERAL SIR 
ARTHUR CURRI 


Montreal, Quebec.—Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie, commander-in-chief of the Cana- 
dian corps in France, died here Nov. 
80. He was 57 years old. Since 1920 
he had been principal and vice-chan- 
cellor of McGill University. Death. oc- 
curred at 2:50 a.m. 


’ Sir Arthur was taken to hospital 
Nov. 7 suffering from blockage of a 
blood vessel in the mid-brain. 


‘The famous soldier made an im- 
pressive last fight. Pneumonia devel- 
oped Sunday to complicate “his condi- 
tion, however, and aad had to be 
abandoned. 


Sir Arthur's distinction was chiefly 
due to his success as & soldier and a 


- commander, but capacity for organiz- 


ation led to his reputation being fur- 
ther enhanced after he became head 
of McGill. 


Arthur William Currie was born in 
Napperton, Middlesex County, Ont., 
Dec. 5, 1875. He went to the Pacific 
coast in 1894 and. soon took an inter- 
est in military affairs in Victoria. He 
went overseas with the rank of briga- 
dier-general as commander of the 2nd 
Canadian infantry brigade. In Sep- 
tember, 1915, he was appointed ccm- 
mander of the 1st Canadian division, 
which post he ‘held until he became 
commander-in-chief of the Canadian 
corps. G 

Besides Lady Currie, Sir Arthur is 
survived by one son, Garner Ormsby 
Currie, a student at McGill, and one 
daughter, Mrs. A. T. Galt Durnford, 
wife of a well known architect here. 
Lady Currie was Lucy Sophia, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. William Chaworth 
Chaworth-Musters, Nottingham, Eng- 
land. 

In 1917, after the battle of Vimy, 
Bir Arthur became commander-in- 
chief and received his title K.C.M.G: 
He had received the first order of 
knighthood, Commander of the Bath, 
in 1915 following the second battle of 
Ypres. 

The tragic victory of Passchen- 
daele Was won in November, 1917, and 
he organized the preparations for the 
1918 offensive. On August 8, 1918, Sir 
Arthur led the Canadian corps—de- 
veloped to a high state of efficiercy 
—at the battle of Amiens and the 
victorious advance, The battle of the 
Canal du Nord, nerhaps the most bril- 
Vant feat of arms-in the war, was 
planned and carried out by the Cana- 
dian’ commander.

United States To Seek Exchange Of 
Commodities Abroad 


Washington.—The United States 
will give Canada and other countr'es 
a market for their liquors in exchange 
for a place tn ©¢ll surplus farm and 
‘ndustrial products. 

Stch reciprocal trade agreements 
are now in process of negotiation with 
several countries. 

Government officials made _ this 
known at a hearing on a code for im- 
porters. that would give the fe“eral 
alcohol control administration author- 
itv to limit the volume and origin of 
wine and spirits imports on a quota 
basis. 

Hastening the administration’s plan 
to be in complete control of the liauor 
situation December 5—the repeal date 
—President Roosevelt at ©“ Warm 
Springs named the five members of 
the federal alcohol control adm‘n‘stra- 
tion that will supervise the industry 
until congress can enact permanent 
legislation, 

Disclosure of the government’s in- 
tention to bargain with foreign liquor 
exporting countries to lower their 
trade barr'ers to United States pro- 
ducts was made by Mordecai Ezekiel, 
economic adviser to Secretary for 
Agriculture Henry Wallace, in testify- 
ing at the importers’ code hearing. 

Although he declined to sav with 
what countries the government was 
discussing the proposition, Ezekiel 
said France, Germany and Italy wére 
the largest wine -exporting nations 
and that these had imposed more re- 
strictions against United States farm 
products than most countries.
